source  of  the  reported  lights.  There  vas  no  air  traffic  in  the 
area  and  tlie  HAPCOK  HPN  lb  radar  did  net  "paint"  anything  at  all. 
The  artillery  range  at  Caiap  Lejeune^  sore  50  miles  to  the  southeast 


of  Sey5:;uur  Johnson  was  being  used  only  for  Em"  11  arms  fire.  There 
were JL wo  distinct  flights  Of  ntlgratin^  geese  observed  at  approScIwitely 
the  K.niuc~  tirne  as  the  reported  lights.  Tne  airfield  rotating  beacon 
was  bn  and  rotating.  Tliere  may  be  some  remote  possibility  that  the 
beacon  reflected  the  flying  geese  or  one  scattered  clouds  in  the 
area.  The  moon  is  not  considered  a factor  as  it  was  in  chase 
Gibbous,  declination  15®  b.7'
